a tumbuckle adjustably coupled between the connector assembly and the base 
member; and 

a sling mount coupled to the base member, designed to connect to one end of a 
firearm sling. 

31 . (new) The adjustable leveler of claim 30, wherein the tumbuckle has two oppositely, 
threaded end rods and a central body adapted to be turned relative to the end rods to 
shorten and lengthen the adjustable leveler. 

32. (new) The adjustable leveler of claim 31 , wherein the connector assembly comprises 
an angled arm that is angled sufficiently to rest the angled arm on a stock of the firearm 
when the adjustable leveler is positioned substantially in a downward direction from the 
firearm. 
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
